In response to the Office Action/Restriction Requirement mailed 1 7 August 2006, 
Applicants hereby elect the claims of proposed Group I (claims 1-14, 20 and 21) for 
prosecution in the subject application. Applicants reserve the right to file divisional 
applications directed to the subject matter of the non-elected claims. 

With respect to the Election of Species Requirement, Applicants hereby make the 
following election: (a) the cupredoxin is plastocyanin; (b) the condition related to resistance to 
cell death is melanoma. Claims 1-3, 9-10, and 20 read on the elected species. Applicants 
respectfully submit that the "cupredoxin" of claim 3 is inseparable from the "cupredoxin" of the 
elected invention of claim 1; as such, claim 1 is a genus claim linking the species of cupredoxin 
of claim 3. Similarly, the "condition" of original claim 20 is inseparable from the "condition" of 
claim 1; as such, claim 1 is a genus claim linking the species of condition of original claim 20. 
See MPEP § 809. Applicants submit that, should linking claim 1 be allowed, the nonelected 
inventions which depend from the linking claim "be rejoined and . . . fiiUy examined for 
patentability." MPEP § 809.
